Senator Borah of Idaho, who con­ 
tended for the 
ex po rt debenture plan 
of farm relief in opposition to the 
President, gave his party leaders in 
the Senate new cause for concern to-

with 
his proposal to put the 
chamber on record for limitation of 
tariff 
revision 
to 
agricultural 
and 
¡elated products. 
The eleven Republican Senators on 
the finance committee already had 
defeated a sim ilar motion by Senator 
King, Democrat, Utah, which won the 
support ot the Democrats. It was then 
that Borah put the proposal before 
the Senate, and it was recognized as 
th» principal issue before th at cham ­ 
ber today with prospects of consider- 
fble support from Republican Inde­ 
pendents and Democrats who lined 
up against the President on deben­ 
tures. 
Meanwhile, the farm relief m eas­ 
ure was back in the hands of a joint 
conference committee t -day with the 
House on record for the first time on 
the ex port debenture provision which 
the Senate has twice insisted upon. 
Put the House vote of 250 to 113 was 
so overwhelmingly against the deben­ 
ture plan that many of its advocates 
n the Senate were ready to y ield a f t­ 
er perfunctory negotiations. 
Enactm ent of thS farm bill w ith ­ 
out the ex port debenture and in a 
form acceptable to the P resident by 
tomorrow night is now the objective 
of adm inistration leaders. W'ith th at 
out of the way , they are ready to 
¡.ropose a recess until the Senate fin­ 
ance c nnnittee completes its work 
on the tariff bill, probably in August.
